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Yefterday arrived a Mail from Holland, with the following 
Extra& of Lord Theodove's Manifefto, in anfwer to 
the Edit iffued at Genoa the gth of May, 1736, 
avbereby the Senate declared him Author of the late 


Troubles in Corfica, a Seducer of the People, a Di 
of the publick Peace, and as fuch, guilty of the Crime 
of Lafe Magettatis. 


HEODORE begins with 
4) faying, ‘ That he looks upon 
* the Inve€tives in the faid 
‘ Edié&, as impotent Cla- 
¢ mours, to which he thall 
¢ make no other Anfwer at 
‘ prefent, than that ‘tis fufh- 
‘ cient for him, that the 
‘ Corficans have thought 
‘ him worthy of the Crown 
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¢ and Sceptre of that Kingdom ; and that he referves 
“it to himfelf, to prove the Nobility of his Ex- 
‘ traGtion, when with the divine Affiftance, and by 
“the Valour of the Corficans, he has refcued the 
* Diadem of the faid Kingdom from the Genoefe.’ 

As to the Reproach caft upon him qwith regard to 
the Meanne/s of bis Fortune, and to bis Arrival in Corfica 
qwith little Ammunition and Money, and the carrying four 
Mabometans with bim thither, he makes Anfwer, 
‘ That ‘tis with that handful of Ammunition and 
4 Monev, that he has ranfom’d the Liberty of a 
* Kingdom reduced to Slavery, and that he has the 
* Glory of having taken a Crown from the Genoefe, 
‘ which they only poffefs’d, fays he, by the mere 
‘ Favour of the Corficans, and at the Expence cf the 
‘ Holy See.” Upon this Occafion he quotes the 
Letter of Pope Boneface VIII. dated May 12, 1303, 
end the fulminating Bull of Pope Eugene IV. dated 
Nov. 12, 1444. As tothe four Barbarians or Maho- 
metans, he is reproach’d with having carried along 
with him, which by the way he does not own, he 
fays, * That even tho’ he had done fo, he fhould not 
s have done it with a Defign to plunder both Friends 
“and Enemies, as he pretends the Genoefe did 
¢ hetctofore.” After this, he gives a fhort Detail of 
what paffed in 1272, in 1317, and in 1373. wherein 
he reproaches the Genoeic for having turnifhed the 
Mahometans with Provifions, joined their Gallics, 
and even fent for them into Europe. 

« If the Genoefe, continues he, had the *Tran- 
¢ quillity of the Kingdom really at Heart, as they 
* pretend they have, they woud not have — 
* ir, and reduced it to the laft Degree of Defpair ; 
‘ they wou'd not, in Breach of their Faith, have put 
‘ fo many innocent Perfons to Death ; and in the 
* Jaft Place, they would not have violated the Treaty 
*“ made under the Guarantee of his Imperial Ma- 
‘ jefty. They pretend to be the natural Sovercigns 
* of rhe Kingdom, and that the Corficans are their 
© Subjeéts, but they in Fact are nor, and if they were, 
* ‘tis juftifiable to retaliate one Breach of Faith with 
* another.” 

After this he ridicules the Reproach caft upon 
him of being the Author of the late Troubles, a Seducer 
of the People, a Difturber of the publick Tranquility, and 
guilty of the Crime of Lafe Majeftatis. * "Tis none 
‘ of his Fault, fays be, chat the Troubles of the 

Kingdom commenced in 1730; ‘twas rather their 
bad Government, which excited the Troubles and 
weatied out the Patience of the People, fo far as to 
oblige them to fhake off the Yoke, efpecially when 
they faw that the Genoefe annull'd the late Con- 
ventions in Contempt of the Emperor's Guarantee ’ 
He declares, ‘ That he came to Corfica with no 
other Intent, than to affift the Opprefled, and refcue 
them from Slavery, that he is not at all difturbed at 
the Edié& of the Genoc‘e, and that were he even 
fuch a Perfon as it would infinuate, the divine 
Providence would, in that Cafe, but do the fame 
thing as it did heretofore in Favour of the Ifraelites 
and other Peoples, by raifing them up Deliverers 
* from whom they had no Reafon at firft to expect 
* that a Succefs which they afterwards faw." 

Finally, by virtue of the Power which the People 
have given him, he declares, * The Genocfe ba- 
* nifhed from Corfica, on Pain of Death, Debtors 
* cothe Treafury of the Kingdom, for the Revenues 
* which they have enjoy’d, &c. &c.

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O. 3. the Emperor, in a folemn Manner, declared 
- Duke of Lorain Generaliilimo of his Army in

Tie 
Garifon of that Place confifts of 16,000 Men, of 
which Number gooo are Janiffaries, and the Place 
1s provided «ith all Necetfaries for a long Siege. 

An Expre{s from the Baron de Tuhiman, which 
has been long expected, has brought Advice to the 
Imperial Court, that the Baron, together with Sis 
Everard Fawkener and Mynheer Kalkoen, the Am- 
baffladors of England and Holland, had accompany'd 
the three Turkifh Plenipotentiarics to Haillifchan, 
upon the River Niefler, where they ftaid till the 
Place of Congrefs was intirely fixed, and till they 
had an Account of the Arrival of the Ruffian 
Plentpotentiaries in the Ukraine. They add, that 
the Grand Vizier, who with the chief Turkifh 
General Officers is at Bender, intends to flay there 
during the Courfe of the future Negociation. 

The Abbat Fitz James, Brother to the Duke of 
Berwick, arriving trom Paris at Rome, took up his 
Lodging at the Palace of the Chevalier de St George,
